T HE average salary of elementary schoo! teach- 
ers in the United States in 1918 was $606, and 
of high school teachers, $1031. The average sai- 
ary of teachers in New Zealand in 1913 was con- 
siderably over 50 per cent more than in the United 
States, the prideful land of the little red school- 
house. The results of such a scandalous and im- 
possible condition of slave labor are just what the 
more cynical of us would suggest as the alternative 
of this slave labor. A recent study made by the 
| National Education Association shows that more
